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OLD TIME MIDDIES 


They Were Tots of Schoolboys. 
Some Not In Their Teens. 


TOO YOUNG TO WEAR SWORDS 


So tho Midget* Were Armed With Dirk 
Knives Instead—They Wore Fighters, 
Though, Farragut and Porter Be ng 
In Battlss at the Aga of Twelve. 

Something more than a hundred year* 
ago the midshipman was. ind *♦**!. the 
'mltishipmito" that he was JM’Ulafiy 
called, tor be was but a mire of a hid. 
usually receiving his appointment la? 
fore he reached bis teens. Admirals 
Farragut and Forter were iuuUhipuu*u. i 
afloat and in pitched battles, at twelve 
years of age, and tJoldsborough was 
appointed when only seven years old. 
Nowadays, however, the midshipman 
U quite a different jterson. lie cannot 
enter the Naval academy under titt*“el¬ 
and is therefore when on n regular 
cruising ship after completing his four 
rears’ academic course usually u well 
develof-ed man, physically mature ami 
athletic and with a trained mind. He 
Is far better equipped mentally than 
the lieutenants and many of the cap¬ 
tains of eren seventy years ago. 

The old time middies were mere 
schoolboys. All the warshfjw of any 
<*ize carried lu their regular comple¬ 
ments a schoolmaster, whose duty it 
was to give the lads as liberal uii edu 
cation as possible in the odd periods 
l»etween utterly professional duties. ! 
This rating of schoolmaster was abol- ! 
isbed, In fact, only about twenty years ! 
ago. but after the establishment of the ' 
’Naval academy, in 1M1, these officials 
devoted their energies to the sailor up- j 
prentices only, the enlisted boys of the 
forecastle. Even these now obtain , 
their education on shore. 

There la a tradition that the three 1 
brass buttons the midshipman wears' i 
on the sleeve of his full dress coat dur- i 
iug his four years ut Annapolis oilgj 
uated a century ««r more ago. when I 
their presence was needed to discour- ( 
age the youngsters from brushing their 
, noses with their sleeves. This Is prob¬ 
ably a base slander, modern research ( 
indicating that the buttons are relics t 
of the days when there was a cuff flap 
on the sleeve. 

At all events the extreme youth of 
the midsbfpmite used to lie his most 
conspicuous chamotoWstlc. Instead of ' 
the full sized regulation officer’s sword 
that he now carries, he wore a little . 
straight bladed dirk about a foot long. 
He was to a large extent a messenger 
for carrying orders about the -hip, but 
he also took charge of boats and com 
mauded men despite his youth. He : 
was frequently placed in charge of a 
prize captured In war. taking her into : 
port, and nqt infrequently suppressing I 
mutinies am'dng the prisoners on board. 
Farragut was a prize master at twelve j 
and got his prize safely In. 

The title "midshipman” is an ancient 
one. He is above the seamen and the 
petty officers forward and belotv the i 
commissioned officers in the wardroom 
aft: hence "midshipman.” There was 
formerly a higher grade called passed ' 
midshipman, but this was abolished be 
.fore the war between the state^. Then ' 
the grade was restored, but cal’ed niid- f 
shipman. the former midshipman be 
lug designated as a cadet midshipman. : 
In 18$2 the title of the latter was | 
changed to naval cadet, which it still j 
remains, and t-he midshipmen were ' 
merged with the ensigns. Accordingly | 
the time honored title of midshipman | 
no logger exists officially in the United 
States navy. 

While officially-a natal cadet, that 
young officer is still regarded and often 
referred to verbally as a midshipman, 
for he is the mme creature as of old as 
far as hJs duties go. But by the side 
• of his earlier prototype the twentieth 

• entury "middy” is a savant. Trigo¬ 
nometry was nlgAit as high np in math- 

Vmatics as the old timer ever went 
The twentieth (“entury lad goes far be¬ 
yond. He goes through analytical ge¬ 
ometry of three dimensions, differential 
and integral calculus, applied mechan¬ 
ics. 

Gunq|erv n hundred years' ago was 
little more than loading, aiming and 
firing at short ranges, rt now involves 
metallurgy, theory of the combustion 
of powder gases, --rress and strain, me 
chanlcal engineering, manufacture find 
preservation of complex explosives and 
other abstruse subjects. In all of which 
the midshipman of the present d**y 
must be proficient. 

Midshipmen were eoiisntctums In all 
our early wars, notably those with the 
Barbery States, with the West Indian 
pirates aud with the British In 1812 
They were equally conspicuous during 
our conflicts with the Spanish and Kill 
pinos. Midshipmen, naval cadets, had 

• haree of the extremely hazardous 
picket duty In the Santiago blockade, 
close under the Spanish batteries and 
often under musketry Are from shore 
Cadet Powell ran bis open launch right 
Into the harbor of Santiago after the 
Merrimac. regained all night under the 
menacing guns of the inner batteries 
and steamed out again under thflr Are 
in the morning.— New York Press.

This bird 
breeds us far north at It can find any 
thing stable on whickj to construct Its 
nest, b has been found within seven 
and a l a If degrees of the pole Itself 
And thiit nest was found surrounded 
by a wafll of newly fallen snow, which 
the mother bird had carefully scooped 
out froth round her cluck. 

The tern arrives in the far north 
about Jine 15 and leaves again for the 
south tctward the last of August, when 
the young are able to fly strongly. Two 
or three mouths later the birds are to 
be found skirting the edge of the ant¬ 
arctic continent. 11,000 miles away. 

What their track is over that vast 
space nb one yet knows. A few Indl 
vlduals are occasionally seen along the 
N'ew England or Loog Island coast 
In the fill, but the flocks of thousands 
and thousands of thesg gregarious birds 
which alternate from pole to pole have 
never been met by any trained ohserv 
er competent to learn their preferred 
path affd their time schedule. They 
must trtavel at least 150 miles each 
day—apart from their flights In sear«*b 
or in pprsult of food—to carry them 
within ten or twelve weeks from one 
end of tjhe world to the other. 

The orotic terns enjoy more hours 
of sunljght than any other creatures 
on the globe. "The sun never sets dur- 
lug rbelr stay at their northern nest¬ 
ing grounds, and during their stay In 
the sot|th they have two months of 
loutlnubiis sunlight and practical day 
light fob two months more. The birds 
have twenty-four hours of daylight for 
between six and eight months of the 
year
